SEPTEMBER 19, 1983 


To either of the Constables in the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greetings: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are required to notify 
and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Hopedale qualified to vote in 
Town affairs, to meet in the Dennett Auditorium of the Hopedale Junior- 
Senior High School, Adin Street, on Monday, September 19, 1983, at 7:30 P.M., 
then and there to act upon the following named articles, namely: 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to transfer certain unexpended 
balances from certain accounts to other accounts to meet a deficit in the 
other accounts, or take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action taken 
under Article 10 of the Annual Town Meeting of April 4, 1983, appropriating 
a sum of money for the Blackstone Valley Regional School assessment, or 
take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds for the F.Y. 1984 Blackstone 
Valley Regional School assessment, or take any other action in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from available funds certain sums of money to increase the 
departmental appropriations voted under Article 10 of the Annual Town 
Meeting of April 4, 1983, or take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following 
amendment to Section III of the General By-Laws of the Town: 


"Any in ground swimming pool located in the Town of Hopedale shall 
be enclosed by a fence or other suitable barrier, at least five 
(5) feet high, and entrance to the pool shall be through doors 
or gates capable of being locked when the pool is not in use. 
"Suitable" shall mean in the opinion of the Building Commissioner. 
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Any above ground swimming pool located in the Town of Hopedale which 
is not fenced in shall provide a means, approved by the Building 
Commissioner, whereby the ladders, stairs or other means of entrance, 
are raised, removed or locked when the pool is not in use. 


This By-Law shall apply to all swimming pools in the Town of Hopedale 
whether or not they were installed prior to the date of this By-Law. 
This By-Law shall be enforced by the Building Commissioner. No 
permit shall be issued for the installation of a swimming pool unless 
it complies with this By-Law. 


The owner of the real estate in which the pool is located shall be 
responsible for compliance with this By-Law, and subject to the 
penalties for any violation." 


Or take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to file enabling legislation with the Great and General Court 
to provide Civil Service Status for the permanent members of the Fire 
Department, excluding the Call Firefighters, in order to correct the 
procedural error in the March 6, 1967 Town Election Warrant and Ballot 
relative to the acceptance of MGLA Chapter 31 for said permanent members 
of said Fire Department, or take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to file enabling legislation with the Great and General Court 
to provide Civil Service Status for the permanent members of the Police 
Department, excluding the Reserve Police Officers, in order to correct 
the procedural error in the March 6, 1967 Town Election Warrant and 
Ballot relative to the acceptance of MGLA Chapter 31 for the members of 
said Police Department, or take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town under and pursuant to authority granted 
under MGLA Chapter 40D, Section 21 (g), as amended, will authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to enter into a contract with the owner or operator of 
solid waste disposal facilities to be established in the Town of Plainville 
for the disposal of refuse, garbage and waste for the recovered energy and 
materials resulting from the operation of such facilities, which contract 
will: 

1. be for a period of twenty years 


2. include provisions for the delivery of minimum amounts of 


garbage, refuse, and waste and payments for the use of the 
facilities to be based thereon;

provide for the unit prices that will be graduated and 
for adjustments thereof and for the use of steam, 
electricity and recovered materials resulting from the 
use of the facilities and credits or payments to the 
Town resulting therefrom; 


allow the use by the Town or other municipality or private 
parties of the uncommitted capacity of such facilities; 


contain other provisions incidental and related to the 
foregoing general matter; and 


be generally in the form of a proposed contract negotiated 
by the representatives of the member communities of the 128 
West Resource Recovery Council with such changes therein as 
may be negotiated by said council and approved by the Board 
of Selectmen.

For purposes of this section, the gross square feet of a building 
or addition shall include the sum total of the floor areas for all 
floor levels, basements and sub-basements, measured from outside 
walls, irrespective of the existence of interior fire resistive 
walls, floors and ceilings. 


In such buildings or additions, or in certain areas of such 
buildings or additions, where the discharge of water would be an 
actual danger in the event of fire, the head of the fire department 
shall permit the installation of such other fire suppressant 
systems as are prescribed by the state building code in lieu of 
automatic sprinklers. Automatic suppressant or sprinkler systems 
shall not be required in rooms or areas of a telephone central 
office equipment building when such rooms or areas are protected 
with an automatic fire alarm system. Sprinkler systems shall not 
be required in a one story building having a fire resistance 
rating as prescribed in the state building code that is used 
solely for offices provided the building is protected by an automatic 
fire alarm system. This section shall not apply to buildings or 
additions used for residential purposes. 


The head of the fire department shall enforce the provisions of 
this section.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
FISCAL YEAR 1986 


To the Citizens of Hopedale: 


This report contains the final budget recommendations of your Finance 
Committee. The amounts we are recommending represent the tax levy 
allowed plus substantial new growth revenue. 


Public meetings were conducted with all departments from March through 
May 1985. For the first time since Proposition 2% we found ourselves 
able to adequately budget public services, and in fact expand the 
services of the Police, Park and Library Departments to acceptable 
levels. Our primary objective throughout the budget process was to 
recommend appropriation which would allow the Town of Hopedale to 
offer the maximum amount of services to it's residents within the 
guidelines of Proposition 2. 


The budget being submitted for your approval tonight will allow Hopedale 
to continue, and to restore, the services of our Police, Fire, School, 
Highway, Library and Park Departments. In addition, we are recommending 
one time capital expenditures in excess of $75,000.00 for the Highway 
Department for a leaf picker and for the Board of Assessors Town Maps, as 
well as a much needed computer system for tax preparation. Due to the 
retirement of previous debt, we also are able to recommend the budgeting 
of our Stabilization Fund, to protect us against future deficits for 
capital equipment needs. 


We wish to express our sincere appreciation to all Department Heads 
and Town Officials for their cooperation and assistance during our 
budget process.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen conducted twenty-six regular meetings and 
fifteen special meetings during the year. In addition, several 
negotiation sessions were held with our public safety employee 
unions. 


We started this year off with newly renovated quarters within 
our Town Hall. A complete report on these renovations is attached 
to this annual report. 


The Board conducted several hearings, granted the required licenses 
and dispensed with the routine business of the Office of Selectmen. 


During this year the town experienced unprecedented growth. The 
Laurelwood Town House development is progressing rapidly. Cutler 
Street saw twelve new homes and Robertson Drive saw six. Ben's 

Way and Richard Road are under construction, with Anthony Road 

near completion. Mountainview Estates saw over thirty-five homes 
occupied with forty-six more to be built. Pinecrest had close to 
twenty homes built with an additional fifty expected next year. 

A total of one hundred eighty-nine homes will eventually be 

located in Pinecrest. This additional growth is vital to our town and 
is allowing us to recover from the closing of the Rockwell-Draper 
Mill Complex. We also had several homes built in other locations 
throughout town and the beginning of twenty estates to be constructed 
off Adin Street over the next five to ten years. 


In addition, the following actions were taken by the Board: 


Approved a new full-time Firefighter/Dispatcher. 
Conducted our annual Long-Range Planning Conference. 


Reached a favorable settlement with the Blackstone Valley 
Vocational School Committee on increased Local Aid 
from the State. 


Approved new street lights for Anthony Road and Cutler Street. 
Approved new stop signs for Jones, Oak and Greene Streets. 


Signed a three year contract with the Firefighters Union to 
expire in 1987. 
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Received the resignation of Police Chief Robert B. Taylor, Jr., 
after twenty-one years of service to the town, ten years of 
this time as Police Chief. 


Appointed Raymond J. Gaffney, Jr., to the position of Police Chief 
April}, 1985. 


Approved plans to provide one additional police officer for increased 


public safety protection. 


Re-appointed M. Russell Dennett to a three year term as Treasurer/ 
Collector. 


Participated in exploring the possibilities of a shared dispatch 
service and lock-up facility with neighboring towns. 


Received the resignation of our Town Accountant Eric Luce after eight 


years of dedicated service. 
Approved funding for partial suppression of Gypsy Moths. 
Approved re-surfacing the roof on our Public Safety Building. 
Signed a three year Police Contract to expire in 1988. 


Sold at public auction the Boncompagni House at 35 Adin Street for 
$92,000.00. 


Appointed Sandra Lombardi as our Town Accountant. 


Changed the primary health plan for the town to Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield Master Health Plus, at a projected savings of over 
$25,000.00 per year. 


Assisted the residents of Catherine Street in solving a safety problem 


involving their road. 
Continued to lobby for, and support, the concept of Proposition 2%. 
Began to study the feasability of installing traffic signals at the 


intersection of Mendon and Hopedale Streets. 


We hope that all of our residents will participate in our One Hundredth 
Birthday Celebration to be held during 1986. 


We would like to express our sincere appreciation to all Town Boards 
for their endless hours of service to Hopedale. Our special thanks 
to our support staff in the Town Hall who carry out the day to day 
activities of our community.

REPORT OF THE TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
REGARDING THE TOWN HALL RENOVATIONS 
JULY 30,7 1984 


As the Board is aware, prior to making the decision to relocate a 
business and expand the town's use of their building, several factors 
were taken into consideration. I believe it to be appropriate to 
review and re-state your reasons at this time, so the residents of 
Hopedale may fully appreciate your decision. 


As we all know in going back over the past history of our community, 
all town records were located in the old Main Office of Draper 
Corporation. As the town and various elected officials changed, 

the process of relocating our records to the Town Hall became 
necessary. This concluded with the recent retirement from office of 
a long-time dedicated town official, A. Harold Soderberg, former Tax 
Collector, this past March. 


Recently the Town began to experience new growth and all town departments 
have taken on increased work loads, especially concerning the required 
state and local record keeping, permits and reports. 


During the past few years when you have periodically reviewed our space 
requirements, it became apparent that several departments were rapidly 
reaching the point of experiencing difficulty in functioning. With 
Proposition 24 and other financial problems our town experienced, it 
appeared that your hands were tied concerning the resolving of these 
problems. However, upon your most recent review of town office space 
this past fiscal year it was determined that; 


Our Town Clerk was in need of more space for local and state mandated 
records; 


The Board of Assessors were dealing with dramatic growth within the 
Town, but not in their office space; 


The Building Department has no space to call their own; 


The Town Meeting action of combining the Treasurer and Tax Collector 
positions, bringing this new department under your jurisdiction 
coupled with the retirement of Mr. Soderberg and the moving of his 
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records to this building where we had no space available for them, 
only served to highlight the problem. 


In addition to all of the above, you were faced with beginning to 
develop a plan that will meet Federal Revenue Sharing requirements, 
relative to making this building accessible to the handicapped. 

You were also concerned with making a meeting room more accessible 
than our second floor auditorium available to the public. 


The Town Meeting approved your request of $5,000.00 toward this project 
and you approved the use of a long dormant trust fund to match this 
appropriation in the amount of $7,000.00. In addition, the Board of 
Assessors had money available in their Fiscal Year 1984 budget and 
generously allowed me to use $1,000.00 of this account toward 
remodeling their office. The cost of this office came to $1,500.00 

and their contribution allowed me to use $1,000.00 of this account to 
do more in this area, as well as freeing up some funds to be used 
elsewhere. 


Between the tax money of $5,000.00, Assessor's money of $1,000.00, and 
the private trust money of $7,000.00, I had a total of $13,000.00 to 

work with during this project. I would like to report to you that we 
have accomplished the following: 

The Town Clerk has a new office with a private file area. 

The records for other town departments are now located on the first floor, 
in a small office which is available for all town boards to use. 


The Board of Assessors has double the office space it previously had. 


On the first floor there has been established a meeting room for town 
boards capable of seating 35 people. 


The custodian now has space available for storage and equipment on the 
first floor. 


The General Office has been relocated on the first floor, with space 
for the Treasurer and Tax Collector operations. 


We developed a room for our computer and business accounting machines. 


We have made the General Office more accessible from the street to all 
of our residents. 


The Ammen Agency, at their expense, has completed renovations on the 
Depot Street side of the Town Hall, in space that ts more appropriate 
for their needs. 


We have installed a new telephone system within the Town Hall to better 
serve our residents and staff. 


A separate office for the Building Department has been created, which 
was desperately needed due to our town's growth. 


During this process we have also cleaned out our attic and cellar storage 
areas, a project that had not been done in over ten years. 
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As the Board is well aware, the scope of this undertaking could not be 
accomplished with the amount of money made available to you, and I 
embarked on a quiet fund raising drive to ask key people and businesses 
that have shared in Hopedale's growth, to assist us in this project.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


SCHOOL YEAR 1984-85 


The Hopecaie School Committee conducts regular meetings the first 
Tuesday of each month. Special meetings are routinely added on the Tuesday 
before the opening of school and during the budget development cycle in 
January, February and March, The pattern and frequency of these meetings 
during 1984-&€5 school year wes essentially unchanged from previous years. 
The composition of the Hopedale School Committee was unchanged by the March 
elections, with both incumbents David Coffey and Mary Grady returned to 
office. A vacancy in the Committee was created as the vear ended with the 
resignation of Mr. Fred Postelle, after five and one half years, due to an 
impending move from the community. At year's end, the remaining School 
Committee members and the Board of Selectmen jointly agreed to leave the 
selection of a successor to Mr. Postelle to the electorate in the March 
general election, 


The School Committee's attention during the year continued to be divided 
between the issues brought about by limited resources and the issues of projected 
growth resulting from the continued development of our community. In many 
respects, as those issues affect the instructional program, they are similar 
and continue to present concerns with increasing class sizes, increased schedule 
conflicts and the concomitant issues of the faculty and staff fatigue and 
emotional stress as a result of the added responsibility from increased expec- 
tation with more limited resources. 


At the same time, 1984-85 provided some significant achievements for our 
students. Hopedale High School participated in the Academic Decathlon in 
Cambridge, the Quincy Festival Parade in Quincy, sent another student to the 
Ali-Eastern Music Festival in Hartford, had two students designated as National 
Merit Scholars. Nine High School and eleven elementary students were also 
cited by the Presidential Commission on Academic Fitness. In interscholastic 
athletics, all three of our Girls' Varsity teams advanced to the District 
Playoffs, with Varsity Softball winning the Dual Valley Conference and the Central 
Massachusetts District Championships before bowing out of the State semi-finals. 
Boys' Varsity Basketball Dual Valley Conference Champions and winners of the 
Clark Tournament Championship, also won the Central Massachusetts Championship 
before losing in the State semi-finals, 


Students and faculty members from Hopedale High School were among the 
twenty-four citizens who came forward to particpate as members on the Governor's 
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Advisoruv Counsil for Drug and Alcohol Abuse. The Council was formed as the 
Clearing House for a number of other community organizations and agencies in 
response to the Governor's plea for greater citizen involvement in combating 
teenage drug and alcohol abuse. 


In curriculum areas, computer courses were offered at the Junior-Senior 
High School for students in grades five and six in an after-school program 
staffed by our local faculty. An in-service program in computer literacy was 
offered to staff members during the year as well. The Health course elective 
was added to the curriculum at the Sophomore level for the first time this year, 
and completed the K-12 Health Education curriculum. Child Abuse Prevention 
(CAP) Program was also offered to students in grades K-6 for the first time 
this year through the assistance and support of the Parent's Advisory Committee 
on Education (PACE). 


Approval was gained during this year, for the addition of Keyboarding and 
Work-Study Skills Programs in the Junior High. Keyboarding is intended to sat- 
isfy objectives for instruction in Personal Typing for all students as well as 
provide an enhancement of the students’ time in the computer classes. The Work- 
Study Skills Program was patterned after the one developed by the National 
Association of Secondary School Principals and endorsed by the National Council 
of Teachers of English to provide more direct instructional support for students 
learning of appropriate work-study skills and learning transfer. Both programs 
will be required of all students. 


A new position in Business Education was authorized by the Town Meeting to 
respond to these new courses and to increase enrollments in the more advanced 
business subjects. 


Student enrollment issues as a result of the development in Hopedale, were 
a constant topic of discussion throughout the year. While the numbers of students 
do not yet pose any serious issues for staffing or physical facilities, the po- 
tential remains a concern. To prepare for that eventuality, the School Committee 
requested and was authorized by Town Meeting to form a school building needs 
study committee whose responsibility it will be to investigate and report back 
to the Town Meeting on this most important issue. 


As we enter the second half of the 1980's, faculty staff and administration 
of the Hopedale Public Schools remain committed to the maintenance of our 
commitment to excellence which has been the hallmark of the Hopedale Schools and 
community throughout the ninety-nine years of our existence. As we prepare to 
meet the challanges ahead, we do so mindful of our responsibilities to the 
children and residents of the Town of Hopedale. We pledge the delivery of services 
to the best of our ability in a manner, and to a level, which the residents of 
our community have become accustomed.

The Board of Health held 20 regular meetings, 1 meeting with 

the Finance committee and 1 Special meeting to award the 
Rubbish contract for the town; this contract being awarded to 
Farrar and Carty, Inc., for the period of one year for curb side 
pick up. 


During the year the Board has attended several meetings of the 
Central Massachusetts Association of Boards of Health. 


During the year inspections were made of all food service 
establishments, rest, homes and schools; both public and private. 


A rabies clinic for dogs was held in March of 1985 with Dr. 
Richard Heller, Veterinarian, assisted by members of the Board. 


We continue to be plagued with illegal dumping of rubbish 
throughout town. In most instances the guilty party is discovered 
and asked to remove the rubbish. Our thanks to Sanitation 
Officer Benjamin Phillips for keeping this problem under control. 


The Visiting Nurse Association holds regular Blood Pressure 
Clinics for the elderly every third Thursday at the Recreational 
Room of the Griffin Apartments. This clinic is open to all 
senior citizens, not only housing authority residents.

Fiscal year 1984-1985 was a year of growth and change for library 
services and collections. The library trustees purchased an Apple IIE 
microcomputer for public use. One hundred twentv-six adults and students 
registered as computer users and actively use the 27 programs available 
at the library, or their own discs. A new 21l-piece cassette collection 
was added which includes the Boston Pops, medical/health tapes, old radio 
shows, books on tape, biographies and financial tapes. 

Two book discussion programs were offered in the fall through funding 
provided by the Hopedale Arts Council. The Board of Trustees and the 
librarian participated in a state-wide interview concerning "Options 
for Small Libraries" during Feb. Mrs. Deiana and a member of the Friend's 
attended two workshops, Historical Preservation in Mav and Book Revair in 
June.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


This year has not only been a busy year for the Highway 
Department but also a very productive one. A number of 

road projects were completed including; the repainting of 

all crosswalks and yellow center lines, replacement of 

street signs where needed and roads in need of repair were 
re-surfaced. Major repairs were made on Cook Street in regards 
to a drainage problem, with 130 feet of pipe being laid to 
eliminate this problem. Due to hazardous conditions for 
residents of Catherine Street, emergency repairs were made to 
correct the road surface and drainage problems existing there. 
Extensive repair work was also done on Greene Street with 

210 feet of corrugated aluminum pipe being installed from 

the Lewis residence to the Innis property. 


With the development of many homes in the Town during the past 
year, there were also new roads to be inspected and approved. 
The extension of Cutler Street was approved by the Road 
Commissioners and accepted at the Town Meeting. 


During the winter months, Highway Department employees worked 
many hours after snow storms to open roads as quickly as 
possible. 


The Road Commissioners are happy to report that during this 
year funds for a new Leaf Collector were approved at the 
Annual Town Meeting and a new machine has been ordered and 
will be forthcoming. As to other equipment in the department, 
the last of the Army trucks was taken off the road along with 
the blue Air Force pick-up, which was also taken off the road 
due to major mechanical difficulties. 


At this time, the Board wishes to express that the Highway 
Department is in dire need of a town mechanic. The support 
of the townspeople in appropriating funds for this at the 
Annual Town Meeting in the next fiscal year would be greatly 
appreciated.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER AND SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners had the most active year 
since the inception of a Water or Sewer Authority within the Town. 


This was due to the town's growth, coupled with the first year of 
operation at the Wastewater Treatment Plant and trying to effect all 
of our sewer tie-in's. During this same period of time the Board 
has been exploring alternative sources of water for our municipal 
system. 


During the year the Board conducted sixteen meetings and acted on the 
following matters; 


Completed the extention of a 12" water main on Freedom Street 
through a $30,000.00 Farmer's Home Administration Grant, 
which provided an access to our system to commercial and 
residential land beyond the railroad tracks in the Bancroft 
Park area. 


Accepted an application from the Fafard Corporation to allow 
the one hundred thirty-six unit Milford Country Club 
Condominiums to tie into the town's sewer system. This was 
done after a careful study of our waste water needs and 
capacity. The benefit to Hopedale residents will be 
immediate, by allowing us to stabilize our sewer rates. 


Developed and approved rules and regulations for all classes of 
sewer users and developed standards for new sub-divisions. 


During October we conducted the formal dedication of our new 
Waste Water Treatment Plant. We were honored to have all of 
our contractors represented. Congressman Joseph Early was our 
main speaker, with Senator Foley and Representative Moore 
speaking on behalf of the state. All of these individuals 
were very much involved with the planning and funding process 
and this plant would not have been built without their 
dedicated assistance. 


The Board developed contracts with the Milford Sewer Commissioners 
to allow us to service some of the homes on Adin Street. 


All of the sewer lines were cleaned and flushed during the year 
and the 6'"' water main on Mendon Street was cleaned.

Although the Board received a wholesale rate increase from the 
Milford Water Company, we will be able to maintain our present 
rate structure for the coming year. This was made possible 
through careful planning during our last rate increase one 
year ago. 


We have spent a great deal of time reviewing and exploring 
other sources of water for our system. Presently we have 
contracted engineering services for the possible re-opening of 
our Greene Street well field. We are being assisted in this 
project by the Office of Representative Richard T. Moore. 

In conjunction with this, we are reviewing alternatives with 
the Milford Water Company on a joint or regional basis. 


All homes were requested to make a connection to the municipal 
system by July 1, 1985. The Board is currently working toward 
achieving this goal prior to taking action against individual 
homeowners. 


We are about to commence work on extending the sewer line on 
Adin Street. This is being done with a $45,000.00 state grant 
and a negotiated agreement with W.G.B. Construction Company. 
Part of our agreement with W.G.B. Construction has allowed 

us to install a 12" water main from Freedom Street to Westcott 
Road. 


We would like to express our sincere appreciation to all of our 
customers for their patience and understanding during our first 
year of operation as a Water and Sewer Department. We are 
acutely aware of the cost of our services and will continue 
to provide you with these essential services at the lowest 
possible price.

On January 28, 1984, Stewart Balcom, Chairman and State 
Appointee passed away. In March, the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development requested recommendations to appoint anew state 
member to fill the unexpired term of Mr. Balcom.

In September of 1984, Nasaro Mantoni also passed away and in 
November of 1984 Rev.Robert Pugh was appointed to fill this position 
at a joint meeting of the Authority and the Board of Selectmen. 


Mr. Edward Malloy was re-elected to the Authority in March of 
1984 and has been a member of the board for twenty three years, 
Swuiceite Ss LOormation. 


The Griffin-Dennett Apartments, known as Project 667-C, 
consists of 80 apartments and are managed according to regulations 
set forth by the Executive Office of Communities and Development.

In October of 1984 a Modernization Funding Award of $86,400 
was received from EOCD. The grant was $65,802, with the balance 
being Authority funds of $20,000. This grant will be used to 
remove tar and gravel roofs on the Griffin apartments and install 
new membrane roofing. The selection process for an architect is 
underway with the roofing to be completed in 1985. 


The Authority also received $1500 in Energy Conservation funds 
which was used to install new shower heads and cover hot water tanks 
with insulation. New single handle kitchen faucets were also 
installed in the Griffin apartments. The kitchen, laundry, office 
and conference room in the Recreation Hall were painted and flooring 
replaced and new draperies added. 


Repairs were made to the stockade fencing damaged by winter 
storms and consideration is being given to replacing stockade fencing 
at Griffin apartments if funds are available. 


Additional funds for Energy Conservation were also received 
in the amount of $4000 in October of 1984 and will be used to 
replace old site lights at Griffin apartments and center hall lights 
will be replaced also with fluorescent fixtures.

FY-85. The Commission held six (6) regular bi-monthly meetings and con- 
ducted ten (10) public hearings on petitions of residents for construction 
in areas affected by the wetlands regulations. 


The significameof this year's activity can be seen in the fact that 
the ten (10) petitions, which were acted upon this year, represent more 
than one third of the total number of petitions ever to come before the 
Conservation Commission in its twenty year history. Thae petitions include 
residential development of more than two hundred fifty (250) homes and while 
not all of them affect the wetlands, they did serve to increase both the 
complexity of the application process itself and the degree of involvement 
by individual Commission members. 


At year's end significant concern was still occupying the attention of 
the Commission from drainage problems off Jones Road and Inman Street. Not 
only is this project one of the most significant constructed drainage systems 
in the community, the volume of water that it is designed to carry and the 
fact that it empties directly into Hopedale Pond has meant that controls 
and requirements on the developer and the Town are much more important. At 
year's end, the developer and the affected controlling boards with jurisdic- 
tion were seeking to resolve these issues to everyone's satisfaction. 


One of the most significant accomplishments of the Commission this year 
was the further development of the Mellen Street recreation field. A project 
which had its inception in 1965, received a major boost this spring when 
Commission member David Phillips made a major contribution of men and equip- 
ment to accomplish the final grading of the intended field, parking area and 
access roads that allowed the Commission to have the area seeded and install 
a partial sprinkler system for the field. It is hoped that the coming year 
will allow the completion of the construction and automation of the sprinkler 
system, the installation of perimeter barriers, backstops and a flag pole, 
moving the plan another step closer to completion. 


As the year closed, the Commission members were involved in ten (10) 
active projects involving wetland areas which are continuing to be monitored 
on a regular basis. No additional major projects are anticipated, at least, 
in the immediate future.

As Civil Defense Director, I was notified that due to the passage 
of special legislation, any surplus equipment loaned to the Town 
through the Civil Defense Agency is now property of the Town of 
Hopedale. 


Fire Chief Donald Moore and myself attended the annual CEM 
Conference held at the Sheraton Lincon Inn, in Worcester, held 
under the auspices of Sector 3B. I also attended several seminars 
during the year held at Sector 3B headquarters in Westboro. 


Radio and telephone, (checkerboard), tests were held ten times 
during this period. Hopedale Civil Defense is responsible for 
notifying six area towns in the Emergency Test Network. 


Due to the sale of the building which houses the Hopedale Pharmacy,
